The decision camé in the” hea 
brated ‘“‘Coronade coal case,” one of 


the most important pieces of labor 


litigation ever to come before the 
nation’s highest tribunal, involving 
strikes in Arkansas in 1919 as re- 
sult of which the United Mine Work- 
ers of America were found guilty of 
restraint of interstate commerce and 
damages of $200,000 were awarded 
against the organization by the dis- 
trict court. Their damages then were 
trebled as provided under the anti- 
trust law. 

The Supreme Court, in a careful 
analysis of the evidence, found that 
the facts incident to the strike were 
not convincing that [ts object was 
to restrain interstate commerce. In 
fact, Chief Justice Taft stated that 
as much as the Court would have 
been pleased to aid in the punish- 
ment of the arson felonies. commit- 
ted by the strikes, it was forced to 
the conclusion that the lawlessness 
was strictly local, and net associated 
with an effort to restrain interstate 
commerce. 

The international officers of the 
mine workers’ union were held by 
the court not to have been liable for 
trial as there was no evidence that 
they had either participated in, au- 
thorized, or approved the strike. The 
fine imposed by the lower court will 
therefore not be imposed by the 
new form of decree which that court 
will enter in conformity with the Su- 
preme Court dicision of today. 

Opinion Delivered hy Taft. 

Chief Justice Zaft, in delivering 
the opinion, stated that there had 
been no misjoinder of partigs in the 
suit as brought. He discussed at 
length the question of the suability 
of the national and international 
unions, if the unions were responsi- 
ble for what was done, pointing out 
that in common law unincorporated 
organizations could be sued as indi- 
viduals but from necessity of exist- 
ing conditions, it was utterly im ]- 
ble of doing justice otherwise han by 
holding labor unions suable. 

With regard to the United Mine 
Workers of America the Court found 
that the international 
and its officers did not order the 
strike or ratify it, and that they 
should not have been made parties 
to the suit. 

Lower Courts Allowed Damages. 


The lower Federal courts had 
awarded the Coronado and eight 
other coal companies treble damages | 
amounting to $600,000 against the 
United Mine Workers of America 
and District Union No. 2 The dam- 
ages were held to have resulted from 
acts of union miners, on the ground 
that the acts were a part of a con- 
spiracy to restrain interstate ship- 
ments of coal. 

Discussing the details of the strike. 
Chief Justice Taft said the evidence 
showed the violence was purely a 
union attack under the guidance of 
the district officers of the union.

dissent was announced. 

The strike which gave rise to the 
case greav out of the attempt of the 
coal companies to operate on the: 
“open shop” plan in 1914. Lawless- 
ness reigned and much destruction 
of property followed. Machinery; 
tiples and mine equipment were de- 
stroyed, the companies placing their 
losses at $740,000. The jury award- 
ed $200,000 damages, which was 
tripled by the court under the Sher- 
man law. . 

The company contended the strike 
was a conspiracy in restraint of in- 
terstate commerce to curtall com- 
petition of nonunion mihes by clos- 
ing them. The defense asserted that 
the destruction of property was not 
brought about for the purpose of 
restraining interstate commerce but 
wi the result of a purely local out- 
burst for which the union could not 
be held responsible. The defense al- 
so asserted that the United Mine 
Workers of America could not be 
held responsible for the acts of fts 
local branches when it neither ae. 
rected nor aproved them.

It itm@icates doubt as to the 
maintenance of free speech, free presse and free as- 
sembly. 

There is gcround for the doubt. Americans are in 
jail for violating laws against free speech during the 
for which there is not a shadow of 
euthorization the Constitution. but on the con- 
trary a clear. unqualified prohibition. The anti- 
free speech and free press laws were passed in the 
emergency of war and were submitted to by the peo- 
ple under war stress, but many who were judged 
guilty of violating them are stil] languishing in 
prison. Some were victims of war passion 

The unconstitutional espionage laws hare been re- 
pealed. Why should those who were convicted and 
sentenced under them as an emergency measure be 
kept in jail’ These legal crimes were created for 
war purposes and their enforcement Was a measure 
of emergency public safetr,. for which there was no 
constitutional authority 

Not only are there from time to 
of stringent laws restricting the freedom of the 
press, but the Postmaster-General is authorized to 
take arbitrary action to cut off offending newspapers 
from the use of the mails. The power thus exercised 
is both judicial and executive It ts arbitrary power 
and works as an abridgment of the freedom of the 
press. 

Im many localities the right of free public assem- 
blage is prevented wholly br the will of the authori- 
ties. Federal. state and municipal Breaking up 
meetings by force is becoming a habit of law officers.

In comnection with its “Careful Crossing Campaign” 
the Illinois Central system calls attention to the fact 
that 3012 automobiles were struck by locomotives on 
grade crossings in 1920, resulting in 1273 deaths and 
3977 persons injured. And it has distributed posters 
end stickers with a picture showing a locomotive in 
the act of striking an automobile occupied by men, 
women and children. 

While every effort should be continued for the 
elimination of the 252.000 railway grade crossings iz 
the United States, the campaign for careful crossing 
should extend all over the countrr, to the end thai 
drivers of motor vehicles may be egucated into ¢x- 
ercising care with regard to these crossings. 

If drivers of automobiles could realize whet it may 
mean to them and those whose lives are in their 
keeping to be struck by a locomotive, no more edaca- 
tion would be needed. Not long ago, within & miles 
of St. Louis, an antomobile driven br a man who tad 
his wife with him was struck by a locomotive at a 
grade crossing. The brakes were put on the train, 
which was a passenger train going at about 5) miles 
an hour. When passengers looked out to see what 
was wrong. ther sew that the entire fromt of the 
locomotive was “rapped tn flames. The smashed 
automobdiie, with its unfortunate occupants. *as be 
ing carried along abiaze on the cowcatcher. Men who 
got out as the train stopped. to help the train cre. 
were shocked to find the bodies of the automobile 
driver and his wife. which had been with great diffi- 
culty dragged out of the flaming wreck of the machine. 
scorched almost to cinders, as shocking a sight as coud 
have been seen anywhere. The woman was dead The 
man. barely gasping. died within half an hour. Who 
can tell of the terror, the agony that this unfortunate 
couple endured before death relieved them” The rail- 
road track was visible, without a curve. for a long dis- 
tance, and obedience to the rule to “Stop. 
Listen™ would have saved these lires
